of institutional studies to support the university's budget
request as it processed through the university, the Board of

Higher Education, and the Illinois General Assembly; and

parents; his 5 siblings; and his wife, Sophia; and
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WHEREAS, Martin Zeigler 1is survived by his 3 children,
Martin, Jr., Robert, and Catherine; his 6 grandchildren; and
